figures 5A-7. The elected claims do not show the magnetic field generating unit as claim ed in claim 1 1 . Figure 7 is a 
elevation view illustrating magnetic field generating component on the top lid show n in FIG. 5B. Applicant has clearly 
mentioned in the specifications that a magnetic field generating unit is a electromagnet switch 50 as shown in figure 1. The 
magnetic field generating unit that generates the magnetic field and drives the ferro-f luid/maqneto-rheoloaical fluid 70 
based on the ore-determined frequency. It is clear that two movable magnets drive the f luid as shown in figure 5A-7 but the 
driving unit for these magnets as claimed is not shown in the elected figures. Figures 5A-7 do not show an opening control 
device formed on the opening to open the exit and close the entrance when the working fluid is re quired to flow out of the 
opening, and to open the entrance and close the exit when the working fluid is reguired to flow in the opening. The elected 
specie does not show the membrane and the second space .
